senator had "rigged” the resu lt for himself 


McGov ern is play ing the same game, 
with mu ch larger nu mbers of helpers 
becau se they are needed for the more open 
processes of today His forces, too, are 
resented and resisted by many regu lars, 
who charge that the newcomers hav e 
nothing on their minds bu t the nomination 
and election of George McGov ern 


There is some basis for the regu lars’ 
concern in 19 72. as there was in 19 6 0 with 
Kennedy 
If McGov ern wins at Mianu 
Beach, and especially if he shou ld captu re 
the pré sid e nt, many new faces will tu rn 
u p in the Demwratic party lineu p across 
the land
